One of 
these Democrats, on the face of 
the returns, had over 3,000 major- 
ity, another over 5,000 and anoth- 
er 1,500. In the Fifty-fifth 
Congress the Republicans -'fired' 
hree Democrats and in the Fifty 
sixth two more were given theii 
walking papers. One of these had 
over 0,0110 Majority on the face of 
the returns." 

With such a party record the 
Republicans, Kentucky Republi- 
cans especially, should not be too 
severe in their denunciations when 
a contested election case goes 
against them. Mr. Taylor only 
claims to have a majorty of 2,300 
votes on the face of the returns ;

"find" ncorded m the Ual decade of 
the ninetern! h 1 1 Btwjr H nothing less 
than the dkcorerj on a lonely island 
in Hudson baj of I lost IriU of Eski- 
mo* — a coniriumiiv which has been 
without latere ursc with other rep- 
resentatives of the buna species for 
centuries, tod « In m members neveT 
hi a white nu n until a few months 
ago. Tbej are still in the stone age, 
knowing DO ni. inl-; liny grow no 
plants, and their boats* are built of 
the tnfli of a hale*. 

The home of this strange tribe is 
en Southnmiiti'ii i-land, apiece of «a- 
ter-girt terra Oram nearly as big as 
the state of Uaifle, utoaied ;.t Rm 
north end of Lladsea bay.

ETHICS OF THE BAR. 

A Fine Point Concerning the Defense of 
Criminals. 

At Worcester the other day a cas? 
occurred which raises the question of 
t he ethics of the bar in a curious man- 
ner. An accused wished to be defend- 
ed; several barristers were invited to 
defend him, and nil declined because 
he was sure to be convicted. When 
Justice Mathew heard this he was in- 
dignant, and after his observations 
rne of the counsel who had refused 
t he prisoner's brief defended him and 
the man was acquitted. 

This reminds one of the question 
Of tire morality of the profession of 
the advocate. The leading case in 
England on thispointi;thatofSergt. 
Phillips in his de'fenso of Courvoisier, 
the murderer of Urd William Rus- 
sefl. It was said that he pledged him- 
self in court as a believer in the inno- 
cence of his client, the accused hav- 
ing his written confession in his pock- 
et. As a matter of fact, on the first 
day of the trial Scrgt. Phillips sug- 
gested that the murder might have 
been committed hv anolberservant of J 
Lord William. On the second day ! 
Courvoisier told his counsel that he 
was guilty and required him to con- 
tinue liisdefense. In those days a sec- 
ond judge sat, as a sort of taaaaaf£ in 
capital cases, and Scrgt. Phillips had 
the presence of mind to lay the mat- 
ter before the assessor judge. His 
lordship decided that it was the duty 
of the sergeant to continue the de- 
fense, but to avoid any statement that 
would be inconsistent with his knowl- 
edge of (he prisoner's guilt.- This j 
Sergt. Phiflipsdid.andthejudgewho 
had advised him approved of his line 
of defense. 

Part of this story leaked out and 
the sergeant res ■baaed as having 
professed his belief in his client's in- 
nocence, knowing him to be guilty. 
The sergeant did, indeed, know that 
his client was guilty, but he sug- 
gested nothing inconsistent with such 
knowledge after he had acquired it. 
But the lie sufficed to ruin Phillip's' 
practice, and he would have been a
